QUITE A RUSH. 

411 Warehouses Very Busy Re- 
ceiving Tobacco. 

On Wednesday morning of last 
week at about 9 to 10 o'clock the 
writer visited the four tobacco 
warehouses to see bow much to- 
bacco was then on the wagons. 

He saw at Kirkpatrick & Clay's 
houses on Sycamore street 32 
loaded wagons and 5 being un- 
loaded, total 37. 

At Robertson's and Kirkpatrick 
<ft Clay's Locust street houses 
were 23 loaded wagons and 
3 being unloaded, total 2t>, and on 
Marc street 5, making grand total 
of 68 loads. We did not ask how 
many wagons had al.eady been 
unloaded that morning. 

At the four houses the unload- 
ing capacity and space appeared to 
be occupied— only 8 wagons at 
time — consequently sixty wagons 
were standing. The facilities 
seem to be very unadequate, neces- 
sitating long loss of time to the 
farmers and consequent expense. 

We met Jas. A. Nickell. of 
Ezel, Morgan county, who had 
just then arrived with his crop of 
tobacco, 2,100 pounds, raised on 
I H acres, which he had sold for 
j 14k per pound. This had brought 
him $304.50. He said his load 
was the first of 25 wagons enroute 
I with him from Ezel, all bringing 
tobacco. He said this li acres 
was cheap land, and that the ex- 
pense actually incurred except 
hauling was $5, as he and his boys 
at spare times had raised the patch.

Q4S now SUDDENLY STOPS. 

On Sunday near 12 o'clock the 
gas flow or pressure was for a few 
seconds sutklenb cut off in many 
stoves and grates and the blaze 
was extinguised.

The result was that 
the gas escaped in the rooms. 
I If this had occurred while the oc- 
cupants were away from home, or 
if at night

the writer, the full flow in one 
room with grate was cut off and 
the gas escaped in room, while in 
an adjoining room the flow in a 
small stove continued to burn.

SALOON LICENSE % 
FIXED AT $1,000. 

Thirteen Applications riled With . 
City Couicil of Somerset. ' 

At Somerset, Ky., on Monday 
night, Dec. 13, the old Council 
stepped out and the new took their 
places. The new Council passed 
aa ordinance fixing $1,000 as the 

ise fee for saloons. The Lo>^ 
cal Option Committee which led 
the fight for the drys in the re- 
cent campaign, will contest the 
election which gave the wets a ma- 
jority of 86. 

The law provides that bo H- 
cense can be issued until the con- 
test is linallj decided, and it is 
likely to be fought through the 
lower courts and Court of Ap- 
peals Whether a license can be 
legally issued while a contest is 
pending was passed upon by the 
Court of Appeals in 1907 in a case 
from Cloverport. The Appellate,/ 
Court in handing down its de- J 
cision said that until the certificate 
of the latter election annuling the 
former one was spread od the 
der book, the certificate pro- 
hibiting the sale denies to any 
person the right to sell liquor in 
the territory, and when the sale of 
or in a territory is prohibited, 
issual of license authorizing 
the sale will be no protection to 
the person who receives it, as the 
authorities are without power to 
Ciant license; that it was the leg- 
slative intention that status in any 
riven territory should not be 
hanged by any election until 
certificate was spread on the order 
book, made manifest by the pro- 
ision that "when a notice of con- 
test shall be executed on the 
County Judge, the certificate 
shall not be, recorded,"*

Paper money— properly guaranteed 
— la now generally recogniied 
throughout the world as the moat 
Isfactory and convenient form of 
rency. It Is not, however, as Is very 
genprally supposed, a comparatively 
modern Idea, according to a writer in 
Harper s Weekly. 

The celebrated traveler, Marco Polo, 
of Venice was the first person to an- 
nounce to Europe the existence of pa- 
per money In China under the Moguls 
It was subseoueatly Introduced by 
the Moguls Into Persia, where then- 
notes were called djaou, or d.1aw, a 
word evidently derived from the Chi- 
nese word, schaio, signifying "a want 
of specie."
